DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-28 have been presented for examination. Claim 29 has been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. In view of the amendments, Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-28 have been considered and 
are persuasive. The prior art rejection is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

4. The following in an examiner's statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Regarding claims 1, 8, 15, and 27: 

The prior art of record does not disclose a simulation portion configured to select a virtual world time 
from a past time, a future time, a slower than real time, a static time and a faster than real time, run a simulation of 
the virtual world in the selected virtual world time, extract a position of an object in the space system model based 
on the virtual world time and update the image of the virtual world based on the extracted position in combination 
with the other claim limitations (which are disclosed by the prior art as shown in the Office Action dated 
02/17/2009).
